DETAILS OF DEATH OF INSPEC- 
: TOR FITZGERALD 

Circumstances surrounding the loss 
of the mounted police patrol under In- 
spector Fitzgerald are dwelt upon in 
a letter which has been received from 
Forbes. G. Campbell, officer in char- 
ge of the Hudson Bay post at Fort 
McPherson. failure of the patrol to 
secure an Indian guide for the trip, 
seems to have been the reason for its 
The letter follows:

An 
Indian whom they passed enroute got 
into Dawson in January, and report-. 
ed the postal having Jeft McPherson 
in December’ A party, under Corpor- 
al. Dempster was sent off immediately 
to get in touch with the patrol, and 
his party arrived here cn the 23rd 
of February with the news of the. loss 
from starvation and exposure of ve 
patrol under Inspector Fitzgerald. The 
left here with ex-constable 
Caster’ as trail-breaker, Constable | 
Kenny and Taylor and himself draw- 
ing teams. fle took no Indian guide, 
as Caster professed as being able to 
take thein, through. But when — they 
got up on the Windy River he ceuld 
not tell where the portage went in, 
and seemed to have got completely. 
bewildered, after hunting “aroun for 
the portage for about seven days, eat 
ing up their provisions, and being un- 
able to ‘find it, the Inspector secided 
to return. His diary is written up 
only within: the last camp. before the 
one Kenny and Taylor were foun: in, 
Corporal. Demoster found these twa 
bodies in an open camp some 30 mil- 
es from here. Evidently they could gi 


no. further, Kenny's feet being hailly 
frozen, and he secmed to have died 
first. ‘Taylor took his ia lite, ‘Ten 


miles further on, some 25 miles from 
here, they found the Inspector's = ans 
Caster's bodies. Caster sezmed to 
have been the first to die. Tat in- 
spector laid him out and then lay 
down himself and died. They are in 
a shocking:.condition, and mug) have 
having ng br:
